Smoking Dogs 


Another of the excuses that 
smokers sometimes use to 
justify their continued puffing 
has virtually disappeared with 
research showing that ciga- 
rette smoking has produced 
lung cancer in dogs. 

Most smokers hang onto 
their last shred of defense by 
pointing out that the relation- 
ship between smoking and spe- 
cific diseases is a statistical 
one, They choose to ignore the 
fact that the _ statistical 
evidence is almost over- 
whelming, 

Now there is biologic proof 
-- the induction of lung cancer 
in living animals by means of 
cigarette smoking. 

The animals used were bea- 
gle dogs that were forced to 
smoke nine cigarettes a day 
for about two and ahalf years, 
At the end of that time, two- 
thirds of them had developed 
lung cancers, Dogs smoking 
filter-tip cigarettes had a bet- 
ter record but their lungs too 
demonstrated significant 
damage, 

Persons with a psychologi- 
cal dependency on cigarettes 
still may argue that the proof 
is not conclusive -- that dogs 
are not human beings. How- 
ever, with the rapidly growing 
body of evidence their excuse 
grows weaker and weaker, 

The dog researchers found 
that many of the cancers were 
indistinguishable from those 
found in humans who smoke 
cigarettes, In addition, more 
than 98% of the dogs developed 
emphysen

Earl Kennamer, our fish 
and wildlife specialist, 
wrote me recently about 
raising catfish in wire ca- 
ges suspended in water, 
According to Kennamer, a 
pond can be used to raise 
about as many pounds of 
fish in cages as can be 
raised in a pond without 
cages. Some of the ad- 
vantages are (1) Less ex- 
pensive treatment for 
parasites and diseases; (2) 
better feed conversion; (3) 
easy and complete harvest; 
(4) manipulation of harvest 
to meet market demands; 
and (5) ease of observation, 
Disadvantages include (1) 
cost of cages; (2) require- 
ments for more expensive 
feed; (3) more severe effect 
from low oxygen; and (4) 
increased danger of poa- 
ching, 


I was talking a few days 
ago with some of our agri- 
business leaders in the 
county. Incidentally, we 
have some of the finest ones 
serving our farmers of any 
county that I know of, In 
talking we mentioned the 
use of lime in Alabama 
and Coffee County, I came 
upon some figures the other 
day for the state, In 1950 
we use 144,000tons of lime, 
By 1060 we were using al- 
most 500,000 tons and in 
1970 1,000,000 tons, The 
increased use of lime is 
important to Coffee County 
farmers, 


A lot of our communities 
in the county have water 
systems and others are in 
the process of making 
application with Billy Ray 
of the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration, I wastalking 
with Dr, Ray Cavendar a 
few days ago concerning 
community programs, He 
said, ‘“‘Communities need 
to conduct more fact finding 
projects and then analyze 
these facts toisolate speci- 
fic problems,’’ According 
to Cavendar, a major ob- 
stacle to self-improvement 
is the belief that ‘‘we know 
our communities’’ when too 
often this is not the case, 
And finally, Cavendar says, 
“The community concern 
must eventually be focused 
on something specific, 
some obvious situation or 
problem.’’
